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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is a response to applicant's amendment filed 12/1 1/2008. In 
virtue of this amendment, claims 4 and 13 are canceled; claims 15 and 16 are newly 
added; thus, claims 1-3, 5-12 and 14-16 are currently in the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-12 and 14-16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior fails to disclose or fairly suggest: 

A system for maintaining a flexible dipole antenna in a substantially 
vertical orientation and at a substantially constant depth when towed submerged 
in water, comprising a source of vertical tension on the antenna; a source of a 
balancing force to make the net vertical force on the submerged antenna 
substantially zero; and 

a) at least two tag lines interposed between the antenna and the tow 
body, each tag line being attached at one end to the tow body and at the 
other end to separated locations on the antenna, in combination with the 
remaining claimed limitation as in claims 1 and 10 (claims 2-3, 5-6, 8-12 
and 14-16 are allowed since they are dependent on claims 1 and 10). 

b) a tag line interposed between the tow body and one end of the 
antenna and attached to each, and a second tag line connecting the other 
end of the antenna and a point on the towline, said point on the tow line 
being determined such that the tag line are substantially horizontal, said 
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tag lines having relative lengths determined by vertical ity considerations 
when the antenna is towed, in combination with the remaining claimed 
limitations as in claim 7. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the Issue fee.
